Impoverished land is now "vaccinated" 


on the continent of Europe.

ally known that land is enriched by plant- 
ing it with a leguminous crop like clover 
nr luccrn, tlio roots of which absorb more 
1 itrogcn than they take from the ground. 
(Vhero the nitrogen came from waa the 
problem. 
Messrs. Hollriegcl and Will- 


fartli have discovered that the absorption 
is due to mimuo organisms, a sort of dis- 
ease iu the roots, which, when the supply 
of nitrogen in tho soil begins to fail, ap- 
pear a?, an oxcresence, draw nitrogen from 
the air and so enrich tho suit apain.

periments havo been made in i'ranee and 
[.Tcrmany Co hasten the growth of the dis- 
i:a=e by sprinkling the fields with soil .in 
which tuberculous crops have been grown 
IT with water in wliieh they have been 
steeped. In Prussia a field was sown with 
lupins. 
Ono part of it was treated in tho 


ordinary way, the other inoculated from 
:ni old lupin crop. 
Tho yield in tho latter 


part was 3% times as great as in tile other.
